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This office action is in response to the amendment filed October 14, 2003. The changes 
to the claims have been entered. Claims 1-22 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. Claims 16-22 remain allowed for the reasons set forth in the 
last office action. 

Applicant amended claims 1 and 15 to recite an electrical lead on the upper surface of the 
substrate. As noted in the last action, the applied Yamane et al. reference does not teach this 
feature. There is also no suggestion or motivation to include the claimed electrical lead since 
there is no electronic device associated with the substrate. None of the other references of record 
shows or suggests an optical device package having all the limitations of claims 1 or 15. Claims 
2-4, 6-7, and 1 1-14 are allowed by dependence from claim 1. 

Claims 5 and 8 are deemed allowable because applicant has incorporated the previously 
declared allowable subject matter of original claims 5 and 8 (respectively) into independent 
form. It is noted that applicant omitted from rewritten claim 8 the limitation of the frame having 
at least one downwardly extending projection engaged in at least one lateral end portion of the 
lateral groove. However upon review of the art of record and an update of the search, it was 
concluded that this omission did not negatively influence the allowability of claim 8 in view of 
the totality of its other limitations. Claims 9 and 10 are allowable by dependence from claim 8.
